Fourteenth Annual Meeting o 


Planters' Labor & Supply Co. 


TO ORGANIZE UNDER NEW NAME 


Funds to be Raised by Direct Tax on 


Snear Crop—Decrease In the Output 
Discussion of Fertilizers—Lengthy 
Report on Soils by Prof. Maxwell 


The fourteenth annual meeting o 


the Planters' Labor and Supply Com 
pany was opened in the new rooms o 
the association, Nuuanu street, Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock by Preslden 
Schaefer. 
The 
attendance was as 


large, if not larger, than the las 
year's meeting, most of the plants 
lions being represented by either 
managers or agents. Quite a number 
of town people were present, many o 
whom were interested in the associa- 
tion and its work, President Dole 
being among the number. 
Fertilize: 


manufacturers were represented bj 
Messrs. Miller and Haas, of San Fran 
Cisco and A. F. Cooke and Dr. Ava- 
dam, local dealers. Among the visit- 
ing managers were Messrs. J. A. Scott 
C. C. Kennedy, W. W. Goodale, C 
M. Walton, A. 8. Wllcox, Cropp 
Hind, W. J. Lowrie, Morneon anc 
others. 


The morning session was rather a 


short one, adjournment being made 
before Doorr. Most of the time was 
consumed In discussion of a eatiafac 
tory manner of raising revenue to 
liquidate back indebtedness and ex 
peoae of conducting future work o 
the association. 


President Schaefer opened the meet- 


ing in the following well-timed re 
marks: 


"GENTLEMEN:—In the name of the 
Board of Trustees of the Planters 
Labor and Supply Co , I welcome yon 
to this annual session of your associa- 
tion and I thank yon all for your 
attendance today, and particularly 
those who for the good of this society, 
have come from distant parts of these 
islands at a sacrifice to their indivi- 
dual interests. 


"I trust that all those who are here 


today will not regret that they have 
come, as this annual meeting prom- 
ises to be most interesting aud in 
struct!<re to all who fee) au Interest in 
the intelligent advancement of the 
agricultural pursuits of these islands. 


"With your concurrence and auth- 


ority this t-ociety has entered upon an 
enlarged sphere of activity and useful- 
ness by the establishment of a labora- 
tory and experimental station, and 1 
am happy to say that the efforts 
of the Board of Trustees to eatab 
llsh this 
important 
work under 


the most competent 
superintend- 


ence, have 
been most 
successful 


in securing the services of Dr. Max- 
well for that position, who now as 
aisted by Mr. Crawley, as chemist, 
has full charge of the station. The 
sphere of this station may be enlarged 
in various directions and It will be 
left to your judgment to decide wbere 
the limits ibouhi be drawn and wbere 
the immediate extension in this line 
may be made to the best advantage. 
Dr. Maxwell's elaborate reports to 
this meeting on the subjects of specific 
interest, will be a guide for the future 
action of this association in this whole 
matter. 


"The P. L &8. Co. under its incor- 


porated name, has under the changed 
condition of things outlived its sphere 
limited by charter provisions and a 
proposition will be submitted to you 
For disincorporating the existing com- 
pany and to reorganize the same as an 
association under a new name, the 
by-laws of which have been carefully 
prepared and revi-ed and will be sub- 
mitted for your approval. 


"The secretary's report will more 


cUarly place before you the work of 
this society done through Its board 
of trustees in the course of the year 
now closed, while: the treasurer will 
submit to you bis financial statement 
with suggestions bow to provide for 
:be increased needs of the association 
'or the new year. 


"The annual report of the commit- 


tees of this association will brlnp up 
'or discussiou the principal subjects of 
'no-rest to planters, and amou? them 


'. trust that the protection of the 
formats und of the sources of the water 
upply of these islands will receive 
your particular attention. This sub- 
ect becomes of growing importance 
rom year to year, and the Govern- 
ment, rei oguizing tbi» fact, ba» offi- 
cially expressed its willingness to co- 
operate with others interested to de- 
vice way* and means to stay the de- 
struction of the remaining forest- on 
,be various inlands 
The Commin- 


sloner of Forestry and Agrn ulturr* in ' 
hit report rrftr* to ihi» nil-important 
subject at t-ome length, and I confi- 
dently trust that his remaiks will 
have weight. 


"lo closing theso Introductory re- 


marks, I desire to express to you my 
earnest wish that the deliberations ol 
this meeting may he fruitful of sub- 
stantial practical recultsto the bent-fit 
of ihe agricultural purwults of these 
Islands and that the peinoiial inter- 
course between the members of this 
Hoclety may brlmr them more closely 
together in the social sphere of llff, 
thus engendering a 
hotter 
under- 


standing and a heartier co-operation 
for the common good." 


Secretary Bolte followed with hi 


report, while in turn came the state 
ment and recommendations of Treae 
urer P. C. Jones. On motion it was 
agreed to dispense with reading o 
last year's minutes, as they bad been 
published in the Planters' Monthly. 


Tbe ' report of Secretary 
Bolte 


showed that a great deal of progree 
bad been made in various directions, 
the inauguration of a labratory anr 
experimental st&tlon, with Dr.Walte 
Maxwell as director and J. T. Craw 
ley as chemist./ Dr. Maxwell bat 
made a tour of t'/e islands and visited 
nearly every plantation, familiarizing 
himself with the conditions of the 
various localities, thereby enabling 
him to give the plantation manager 
the benefit of bis thorough, practica 
and scientific knowledge of agrlcul 
ture and sugar-making. Tbe weathe: 
had been lavorable during the pas 
season, but last season's crop fell shor 
by 10 per cent, of the previous one 
leaving 
149,865 
tons for 1894 95 


against 166,432 tons for 1893-94. 


Treasurer; Jones' report was lengthy 


and dealt in detail with the financia 
affairs of the association. It showed 
the company to be some $16,000 in 
debt, most of which was incurred 
through the establishment of the new 
station and eipense of maintaining 
the fame. Mr; Jones recommendei 
that an assessment of 5 cents a ton be 
placed on the'joutput of the preseo 
season's crop, 119,365 tons, as a mean 
of raising necessary funds to carry on 
the work and cover incurred expense 
This was made in the form of a mo 
tion, followed by 
a 
like 
move 


in the matter of taxing fertilizers 
He advocated placing a tax of 5( 
cents on each ton used by the plant- 
ers, the amount to be paid by the 
manufacturers; '20,000 tons was abou 
the amount used by the plantations 
yearly, and ou that basis the eum o 
$10,000 could be raised, leaving som 
$6,000 to be paid by a direct assess 
ment on the sugar crop. These recom- 
mendations provoked a great deal o 
discussion, Pro/. Maxwell being called 
upon often to explain the cost of cer- 
tain investigations, etc. 


Mr. Hackfeld approved of fertilizers 


being used by the planters only aft? 
baving been passed on by the cbemis 
with satisfactory results. Hedouhtec 
the propriety of placing a tax of 6C 
cents on each ton of the product usec 
in the islands. Most of the suppl; 
came from San Francisco, but arrange- 
ments were under way to furnish al 
that was Deeded by home companies 
A State law of Louisiana made it ob- 
ligatory to pay that amount, but hi 
did not believe it could be carried ou 
in Hawaii. Tbe best way to reach a 
satisfactory conclusion was to refer 
the matter to a committee, and be 
named 25 cents tax per ton as a com- 
promise and equitable amount. 


Mr. Kenuedj could not see the jus 
tics in taxing some of the plantations 
that were compelled to use fertilizer! 
for the use of those not using any. He 
thought it best to raise the revenue 
required by a direct tax on the sugar 
crop. Mr. Scott took the same stand 
Others favored and opposed the men- 
tioned plan. After considerable dis- 
cussion, coupled with several amend' 
ments, it was finally agreed to place 
an assessment of 25 cents on each ton 
of sugar raised this year, if it was 
found necessary, in order to clear of 
indebtedness. 


Before the matter waa disposed of, 


however, 
many 
recommendations 


were made and voted down, the sense 
of tne meeting seeming to favor meet 
ing all expenses by a direct tax on 
sugar and without making any charge 
for analytic of fertilizers. Professor 
Maxwell told the meeting that subb a 
course would be utterly impracticable, 
as the chemists could not carry oui 
the work. Thirty dollars was named 
as the cost of making an analysis, 
whether large or small. It was finally 
agreed to refer the matter to a com- 
mittee of four to act in conjunction 
with Professor Maxwell, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Morrison the chair named 
Messrs. Morrison, Swanzy, Cropp and 
Young. 


Mr. Jones, speaking for the good 


and welfare of the association, said the 
joard of trustees desired to make the 
institution a permanent and efficient 
one. In order to get the best results, 
it was absolutely necessary to have 
tood men and pay them good salaries, 
amounts which would recompense the 
issociatloD and those in Its employ. 
The trustees unanimously favored in- 
creasing Professor Maxwell's salary, 
commencing with ihe beginning of 
be new year. Ttoey felt he was de- 
serving of the increased stipend, al- 
.bough the professor was under con- 
tract until next April at a much 
smaller salary. There was no oppo- 
iilion to the proposed change and the 
tern passed as recommended. Mr. 
>awley bad proven to be a most val- 
lable chemist and assistant. Professor 
Haxwell spoke ID the highest terms of 
us services and the trustees bad C"n- 
id«-red bis claim for an increased sal- 
iry. It was unanimously agreed to 
materially increase bis saiary to date

In recommending adoption of the 


committee's report Mr. Maredeu sale 
the matter had to do with others thau 
sugar ralfers. Coffee producers might 
want analyses made and in accord- 
ance therewith on which tbe basis of 
charge was made. 


Secretary Bolte thought the manu- 


facturers should be made to pay 25 
cents a ton; it would not prove 
hardship to them; but on tbe other 
hand be advantageous to iocreasec 
sales. Professor Maxwell would see 
tbat tbe analysis the fertilizer 
is 


sold under is correct. 


Mr. Young and others spoke on tbe 


committee's report, after which the 
same was adopted. 


Mr. Swanzy proposed that tbe di- 


rector and tbe trustees be a commit- 
tee to establish a scale of prices. 
Adopted. 


Professor Maxwell, director of the 


experiment station, then read tils re- 
port on tbe soils of the islands. Tbe 
report treated the matter on broac 
lines and brought out many scientific 
features of practical interest. 


On motion of Mr. Marsden, tbe re- 


port was accepted and ordered printed 
for distribution. 


BKPOBT ON LA BOB. 


The report of the labor committee, a 


lengthy, but very interesting docu 
mem, 
was read by F. M. Bwanzy 


chairman of tbe committee. The area 
of sugar lands now under cultivation 
in tbe islands is larger than at any 
previous time, which, with tbe im 
proved conditions of sugar culture, 
will give the largest output of sugar 01 
any year thus far. The crop is esti 
mated at 100,000 tons. In spite of the 
efforts of tbe trustees there is a pros- 
pect of tbe labor supply falling short 
of the requirements. 


It was hoped tbat the mission o! 


Mr. Thurstou to Portugal would result 
in tbe resumption of emigration from 
that country. The proposed importa 
tion of 600 Portuguese had resulted in 
342 landing in April, and tbe prospect 
of more coming is uncertain. The 
work of Mr. Tburston and other Ha- 
waiian representatives bad been bam 
pered by an organization existing in 
the Azores to obtain immigrant* for 
Brazil. The Portuguese brought in 
April cost the planters $65,000, which 
when divided among the plantations 
is a larger sum than can be afforded 
A scheme is now on foot to bring Por- 
tuguese in small lots via the Unitec 
States, and the planters bave agreei 
to take a number equal to 20 per cent 
of tbe Japanese and Chinese laborers 
received on condition tbat tbe ex- 
penses shall not exceed $100 per man 


Tbe efforts to obtain Chinese from 


Hongkong were reviewed. Tbe num 
her applied for was 1575, of whom 942 
bave been received. Tbe Chinese wb< 
bave thus far arrived seemed satisfied 
wltb their condition, and tbe em- 
ployers, so far as beard from, have 
expressed satisfaction with tbe men. 


Tbe Japanese have done good ser- 


vice, and bave given little trouble. 


Suggestions have been made for ob- 


taining Germans for agricultural la- 
borers. 
This matter Is under con- 


sideration.

The afternoon meeting of the Plant 
rV Labor and Supply Company was 
ailed to order by the presideiit at

The committee appointed at the

Comparing these figures with last 


year shown that the total number of 
niale laborers now on sugar planta 
lions is 129 above what it was in Oc- 
tober, lhi)4, that there are 
29 more 


contract laborers and about 229 more 
free laborers. The figures also show 
that of the three nationalities upon 
which the planters depend for field 
labor there are in the country about 
3000 Portuguese, about 10,000 Japan- 
ese, and about 11,600 Chinese engaged 
in industries and occupations other 
than sugar cultivation. 


Particulars obtained from thirty 


four coffee plantations fhow that thlH 
Industry employs 446 laborers as fol- 


lows: Hawallans 25, Japanese 399, 
Chinese 11, Portuguese 7, others 4. 
It 


is not easy to account for the large 
surplus of apparently unemployed 
Japanese. 


Answers to queries sent to each 


plantation show that there have been 
no serious strikes. Reports from the 
last lot of Portuguese vary, but all 
agree tbat it cost too much to bring 
them here. One-half of the planters 
are satisfied with these men and one- 
half are not. 
Tbe Oporto meu are 


especially bard to get along with. 


Tbe desertions bave been about 450 


90 per cent, of which were among the 
Japanese. Tbe passbook system has 
proven a good move. Planters com- 
plaio of being short of labor for the 
coming campaign- About 3,500 men 
will be required to deal with the next 
crop. Tbe coffee planters seem to be 
well supplied with laborers. BonghJy 
speaking, a coffee plantation of from 
200 to 250 acres requires from 75 to 100 
laborers, with perhaps 30 additional in 
crop time. 
This report was accepted and or- 


dered printed. Tbe report on culti- 
vation was read by W. W. Ooodale. 
He remarked upon the varying condi- 
tions met with ou different planta- 
tions; considered the losses from not 
stripping at all would as a rule be less 
than those that are caused by too fre- 
quent or too bigb stripping; the re- 
port favored irrigation. 


Discussion of tbe effectiveness of 


stripping brought out varying opin- 
ions 
Mr. Morrison did not favor it. 


Mr. Kennedy said that owing to tbe 
wet weather stripping is a necessity. 
Mr. Lowrie thought there was not 
much necessity for stripping in a dry 
district. 
J. A. Scott read the report on ma- 


chinery, in which was noted many 
important changes throughout 
the 


country. The roller mills are giving 
better results than ,tbe 
diffusion 


plants; opinions differ as to tbe effect- 
iveness of two-roller and three-roller 
mills. The report of tbe Ewa chemist 
on superheated clarification was read. 
Mr. Scott considered this system use- 
ful in districts where the juice is the 
same standard as at Ewa, but with 
juice of ordinary purity he could not 
consider it necessary. The use of mo- 
lasses in burning trash was touched 
upon; 
also tbe patent wire-chute 


landings explained and 
favorably 


commented upon. 
In the discussion of tbe report Mr. 


Young told of bis Investigation of tbe 
continuous 
discharge 
centrifugals. 


They are a success with bigb grades of 
sugar; it is a question whether they 
will work with low grades. 
Mr. 


Young was convinced tbat tbe two- 
roller mill was superior to tbe three- 
roller. Mr. Kennedy upheld tbe three- 
roller milL Mr. Morrison had not 
found the use of molasses in burning 
trash a success. Mr. Scott's report 
was accepted and ordered printed. 


H. M. Whitney said that owing to 


the absence of W. R. Castle aud W 
Q. Irwin he had not prepared a report 
on reciprocity 
He gave a few re* 


marks on tbe benefit derived there- 
from. In this connection President 
Dole referred to tbe reported attitude- 
of tbe California wine growers toward; 
tbe reciprocity treaty. Mr. Miller,, 
who has traveled through California, 
said be did not think the agitation 
would amount to anything. 
Mr. 


Shaefer was of the same opinion. 


President Dole remarked upon fea- 


tures of the labor report. It showed 
there were many Japanese in the 
country who were not employed on 
tbe plantations. What are they doing? 
What proportion leave the planta- 
tions and for what reason? He also 
spoke of tbe sanitary conditions of 
plantation quarters, and said, in con- 
sequence of the cholera epidemic, tbe 
Government intended to investigate 
tbe sanitary conditions on plantations. 
He suggested tbat the plantations 
make tbe surroundings so pleasant 
tbat laborers would remain. 


Mr. Lnwrie of Ewa thought the 


laborers' quarters were in good con- 
dition. The Japanese were a roving 
jeople. - They go away, but come 
mck after a while. He, as well as 
others, remarked on tbe trouble of 
making the Japanese 
keep tbeir 


quarters clean- 


Mr. Scott said much of tbe floating 


x>> ulatlon, became professional gam- 
jlere and fived on the people at work 
n the field. The only way to find out 
what they were doing was for the 
government to take a census. 


Mr. Swanzy referred to the necessity 


if a registration law. Mr. Dole said 
Ms matter was in tbe bands of a com-

During the latter part of tbe meet- 
rg. Mr. Lowrie spoke of tbe profit- 
bariug system of Ewa.

ested in other things more than that, 
for instance: What about the annexa 
tion of the islands ? " 


" Precisely what I came here to 


find out" remarked the little woman. 
" Located as I have been in Washing- 
ton, I have bad opportunities for feel- 
ing the pulse of the people there ; now 
I want to ascertain the views of the 
people on the islands." 


"You mean that you will mingle 


among the members of both political 
parties here ? " 
"Both. If I felt certain that there 


are but two parties, I would feel that 
the task is an easy one; but I am told 
there are more." 


"In a sense, yes! because people 


whose views vary to an extent that 
place them in a different position from 
others, hut they do not constitute a 
party. You may figure ou two par- 
ties the ins and the outs." 


"Then it will be plain "ailing. I 


came here, you understand, entirely 
unbiased. Oh yes; I have an opinion 
- everyone has, hut I rlo not intend 
that it shall influence me io my letters 
to the Tiojes-Herald. I will tjot it 
out, so to speak, and form a new opin- 
ion after I have visited among the 
people." 


"Do you believe the country will be 


annexed, or, lather, do the people of i 
the United States favor annexation? ' 


"-jorue people do, others do not 


Your vast Asiatic population i« against ; 
it. The people there, or, rather, an 
element of th»- population, opposes the 
annexation of territory where the pop- 
ulation iw so decidedly mixed as it is 
here. But there Is another side. The 
people there have not recovered from 
the shoek at the news of hauling down 
the 
American flag. Sentiment, you I 


may nav, but it is sentiment that, 
mukpH the world go round 
They do 


not oonnider tho reasons for Its jr°'nK 
up, hut when ooce In position over a 
Government hull Mng (here wa-t a de- 
sire in the heart of every one to have 
it remain. As to any opposition there 
may exist here to America, let me fay 
ii IM wrong. From what I have gath- 
ered, from hooks I have read and from 
dehat"n hy the bright men In Congress 


o'd that the prosperity of the peo- 


private enterprises; and some take 
rather strong sides in politics." They 
are too progressive to remain as con- 
tract laborers on plantations."

for you. Your climate here is no 
warmer than it is in Florida or Louisi- 
ana. 
The South it crowded with 


negroes who will go anywhere to ob- 
tain steady employment; they are 
Americans, too, in a sense, and their 
employment here would enable you 
to get rid of the greatest objection the 
people of the United States nod in 
annexing the territory." 


"But it would be an experiment,

With an exclusion act in force on the 
mainland, how could the Govern 
ineut ilHcrliniiiaie in favor of

Nland pospe^sion? Understand me," 
nald Min» Field, "this Is merely an 
opinion, and It is mine because I am 
Inten-f-ly American. 
I believe the 


Government here wants annexation' 
Hnd whi e that is the ca.se It occur* to 
me that the 
officials 
should look 


toward pwurtng a cla*s of Immigrants 
that will develop the 
country on 


other lines than sugar and rice. 
Your 


Ministers 
to 
Washington 
have 


worked assiduously for annexation, 
and with sunh an ahl<> mun as Mr 
Hatch is reported to be, I am quite 


sure 
Hawaiian matters will have 


some attention la Congress." 


"When will yoU toeglu your inquir- 


ies, Miss Field?f> 


"Inquiry? You speak as though I 


was a Blount. I dqall gather infor- 
mation from the people I meet, 
through intercourse with them. Al 
ready I have met President and Mrs. 
Dole and Minister Damon and wife, 
and ever so many more charming 
people; and see here," picking up a 
double handful of letters addressed to 
prominent people, "I expect to meet 
all of these people; they don't know I 
have them, so if £ don't post them 
they will not call on me, and you 
know I want to meet them all. 
The first thing I 
will 
advocate 


after I get settled here will be a cable. 
Fancy getting up in the moruiug and 
not being able to learn what Is going 
ou in the rest of the world. I don't 
remember ever having been in such a 
position before, and I cootess I don't 
like it. I presume if^cau get used to it 
just as the business \aeu can reconcile 
themselves to conducting their daily 
affairs without reading the market 
reports until they are a week or more 
old." 


When asked if she would visit the 


other islands, Miss Field remarked 
that she would like very much to visit 
the crater and she probably would. 


As a writer and lecturer Kate Field 


is known the world over, and her 
opinions on matters of a national In- 
terest are courted by some of the most 
prominent members of the Senate and 
House in Washington. Her paper, 
Kate Field's Washington, contained 
articles from her pen that were quoted 
in half the papers in the States. Hav- 
ing lived so long in Washington she 
has paid more attention* to national 
politics than local ones. The O. A. R. 
recognized her efforts in a certain di- 
rection and presented her with a mag- 
nificent badge studded with diamonds. 
Again, for her efforts 
in having 


works of art put on the free list In the 
United States, the Republic of France 
elected her an officer of public instruc 
tion and presented her with one ot the 
highest decorations of that govern- 
ment. 
Her lectures have been a 


factor in changing affairs in Utah, 
where she is looked upon with great 
favor.

Resolutions Adopted—The Government 


Asked to Build Without Delay.

At a meeting of the Kaumanu 


Association, composed of persons 
owning Government land in that 
tract near Hilo, the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 


Whereas, At a meeting of'certain 


purchasers of lots laid out by the Gov- 
ernment on Kaumana, and purchasers 
and owners of adjacent lands, held at 
the court house in Hilo, Hawaii, on 
the evening of December 7,1894. the 
following resolutions were adopted, 
viz.:

Whereas, The Hawaiian Govern- 


ment has set aside for the purpose of 
settlement certain of the land of Kau- 
mana, said land being within a com- 
paratively short distance from the 
town of Hilo, Hawaii; and

public auction under certain restric- 
tions and conditions having for their 
object the acquisition of the same by 
b na fide purchasers; and 


Whereas, The whole of said tract, 


as well as adjacent land now owned by 
the Government, aa well as large 
lands now owned by private persons, 
are being opened ~up for settlement 
and will greatly add to the progress 
and commercial.Development of the 
town and port of'Hilo; and 


Whereas, All of' said lots on Kau- 


mana, as well as the adjacent land, 
are accessible only by a bridle trail 
over and along the lava flow of 1881; 
and 


Whereas, Tbere is every reason to 


believe that a wagon road from Hilo 
in and through said land*, by way of 
Rainbow Falls, could be constructed 
at a comparatively small expense; 
therefore be it

purchasers and settlers on the land of 
Kaumana, and owners and lessees of 
adjacent lands, do hereby petition the 
Hawaiian Government, through our

Telephone Line. 


CONNECTION AT VOLCANO HOUSE. 


Audible Conversation Two Hundred 


and 
Forty-five 
Miles — Circuit 


Around the Big Island—Advertiser 
Man First to Use the New Wire. 


The people of the big Island are Just- 


ly proud of the several telephone lines 
now in successful operation there. 
Until recently the residents of Kona 
and Kan were somewhat out of the 
world, in the matter of telephone con- 
nection with the windward eide of the 
island. Now that the new Kona-Kan 
line has been completed almost a cir- 
cuit of the island of Hawaii is possible 
by Its connection. 


At 4:30 p. m. Wednesday, November 


6th, Manager L. 8. Aungst and assist- 
ants Joseph Pritohard and Bert Stone 
connected the new line at the Vol- 
cano House with the Hilo end, there 
by making it possible to carry on con- 
versation from Kaiiua, Kona, to Ko- 
hala, a distance of 245 miles. Work 
on the new line was commenced on 
the morning of July 15tb from Kai- 
lua, the Volcano House being reached 
taree months and a half later. It re- 
quires much diligence and bard work 
to build and equip the route, especi- 
ally through the Konaa, where hard 
volcanic strataa were met witb, mak- 
ing it necessary to drill and blast 
boles. Not the least of the many 
obstacles met with and overcome by 
the-constructors was the heavy forest 
through Kona, the line having to be 
virtually hewn for quite a long dis- 
tance. From Kau the work was not 
so difficult, bat in many places a great 
deal of blasting and cutting bad to be 
done in -order to erect poles. Ten 
miles from Naalehu a stretch of lava 
flow several miles in length bad to be 
crossed. To accomplish the work o: 
erecting the line over this barren 
stretch—not the least sign of vegeta- 
tion being apparent—was, indeed, a 
laborious task, bnt with a determina- 
tion which marked the construction 
from .beginning to end the work was 
successfully carried out. 


On the whole the line was the most 


difficult ever constructed on the isl- 
and, and necessitated the expenditure 
of several thousands of dollars, to say 
nothing of the severest exposure en- 
countered by the builders. 
The length of the new company's 


wire, from Kaiiua to the Volcano 
House, is about 110 miles-* and so per- 
fect is its construction that conversa- 
tion can be carried on from the two 
points named without raising the 
voice above the ordinary tone. 
There will be two central offices— 
at Naalebu and Kaiiua. Joseph Pritcb- 
ard will be in cbarge of the former 
and 
Manager Anogst the latter. 


Wires radiating from these centers 
will connect maches, coffee planta- 
tions, wharves, business bouses and 
private residences. Already there are 
a large number of. applicants for 
'phones,- 
and 
wben 
the 
In- 


struments are placed 
in 
position 


tbe line will be in working order 
for the respective places along the 
route. 
At present Naalehu, Kau, 
Honuapo and other places can be 
reached by connections Independent 
of a central office; but when every- 
thing is completed, the different sub- 
scribers can be reached from tbe res- 
pective central offices. 
The instru- 


ments to be used are the latent im- 
proved long-distance phones. These 
are manufactured in Germany, and 
have been proven to be tbe best of tbe 
kind in tbe world. A sufficient num- 
ber have been ordered by Manager 
Auogst for bU and the other com- 
panies on tbe other Island, and when 
the new phones shall bave been put 
up there will be nothing lacking to 
make tbe telephone service on'Hawaii 
most perfect in every detail. 
In honor of tbe completion of the 


new line and connection at the Vol- 
cano House, that most excellent of 
hosta, Col. Peter Lee, furnished a 
splendid lunch to Manager Aungst, 
bis assistants and your corresponded. 
Not to be outdone in hospitality 
and in celebration of an extremely 
arduous task, Manager Aungst order- 
ed the "lemonade and soda." An 
ADVERTISER representative, who was 
spending a vacation at that famous 
hostelry, the Volcano House, was 
given the distinction of first using the 
new line, conversation being held 
with a party at Kaiiua, 110 miles dis- 
tant. Tbe sound was clear and dis- 
tinct. 
A few days later Manager 


Aungst conversed from Kallna to Ko- 
hala, via Volcano House, 245 miles 
away, the In Ik being overheard by in- 
terested persons at the Volcano House 
and Hllo. 
This article would not be complete 


without some reference to Mr. Aungst 
and his very capable assistant, Joseph 
Prltcbard. Both are well known to 
readers of tbe ADVERTISER, having 
formerly been manager and chief line- 
man respectively of the Mutual Com- 
pany In Honolulu. No better men 
than these can be found in any coun- 
try when it comes to construct! ng and 
operating telephone lines.

Without warn- 
ing, the dirt from above came down 
with tremendous force. 
All the

the landslide. This poor unfortu- 
nate ran directly for the car and 
was pinned in by the falling dirt. 
Upon being removed it was found 
that a bolt sticking from the car 
had gone almost through the man's 
body in the region of the abdomen. 
His backbone was also found to be 
broken. Patrice was taken to the 
dispensary. He called for a glass 
of water, and, before this could be 
brought him, expired.

the verdict of accidental killing 
was rendered. 
Deceased leaves a 


wife and seven children. The re- 
mains were buried in the Catholic 
cemetery at Waianae.

There was a 
grievous falliug away and departure 
from tbe simplicity of the apostolic

shown in all tbe efforts of the reform 
ers to come back to the true church 
and for ^blcb men gave their lives at 
tbe stake 
Look at tbe noble efforts 


of Wickllffe, Jerome, Martin Luther, 
John Knox, Wesley and Fox in get- 
ting away from tbe corruptions of the 
church and back to tbe word of God.
